Chief .Iiiriici 
(tlxm will endeavor to put an '"or" 
in plate of the "and" in the law. 
The e});in;.'e is neeesr^jiry and just, for 
inarrieii loafers and shirkers who <io 
not abandon their families are often 
wor-e ili;m thr dcsertiTs. But if the 
law is amended , merely to provide 
for the imprisonment of such loaf- 
' rs the poor families will f^ain little 
or nothing. If the former could he 
( onipelled to work for the state and 
their earninfis were paid to the wives 
a real reform would be achieved. 
Such pro])osals have been made at 
rn(etini:s of criminologists, but the 
ditlieultiej in the way are onornious. 
Let us liope that the threat of im- 
prisonment may prove sufficiently

LOWERING THE DEATH RATE 



Pigurea Show That Fight Against Tu- 
berculosis la Being Waged 
•ueeeasfully. 

We have the assurance of Dr. 
Wn.ii!, il iiti hinson, writing in the 
! \^■^rld's Work, that the death rnte 
j from tuberculosis has declined 10 per 
I cent, in the decade — which means a 
jsavinp of 16.000 (n ?0,000 lives a 
vear in the United States. The in- 
jfant mortality rate Is falling with 
lefjiial rapidity, wliirli means annu- 
ally a saving of 20,000 babies from 
those Herons of the twentieth cen- 
turv— the little fevers of childhood, 
dirty milk and ovorerowdinp. The 
death rate in all of our great cities 
is being steadily l>e«ten down to a 
lower and lower level everv vear. 
The advance census reports show a 
I lower national death rate than ever 
before by nearly 10 per cent. 

The fight against tuberculosis is 
sjeadilv becoming more and more a 
fight for better housing, more play- 
grounds, better food and more of it, 
shorter hours of work, decent and 
civilised shops, workrooms and fac- 
tf»Tie«, higher wages, better educa- 
tion in the laws of health. We have 
laid the bugbear of its transmission 
by meat and milk, and are concen- 
trating our fire upon the place where 
the bacillus breeds— the infaetad 
house or tenement room. The place 
where we look for new cases of tu- 
berculosis is in the same house with 
the old ones. We must hiaak this 
link in the chain if ever we are to 
wipe out consumption. From 80 to 
60 per cent, of the children in the 
tenements living in the same houae- 
hold with a case of tuberculosis are 
found to be already infected with 
tbadiaeava.
